If a 
person is to bid on a contract he Is 
required to give notice of his intention 
at least several hours before the bids 
are opened. With this knowledge it 
lies within the power of a combination 
or ring to freeze out any contractor 
wiling and anxious to to pursue hon- 
est methods.

ra. Phelan, is one of the most brutal 
in the history of the police department. 
Yesterday the woman's, condition had 
improved slightly. but will be sev- 
eral weeks Before she will be able to 
leave the hospital. 

A dosen witnesses to the assault 
have been subpoenaed to give evidence. 
According to the statements of these 
witnesses, the assault was entirely un- 
provoked and was committed while 
Phelan was sober.

At first there 
was a mere pocket of almost pure sil- 
ver, which soon was worked out. Then 
Lucian Walker kept up work, tracing 
a little talc seam till it ran into am 
other silver pocket in the limestone 
even larger and richer than the first. 
TLereafter, when silver ore began to 
run short, there usually was a tale 
seam that could be followed to riches. 
These seams were followed wherever 
they went. As a consequence, the old 
mine is a veritable honeycomb of gal- 
leries excavated by unskiliful Indian 
iaborers, who packed the ore out in 
rawhide panniers. Brady sold his share 
for $65,000. When the Walkers died, 
the young wife of one of them was at 
for several years with the half- 
Indian daughter of John D., and thus 
the mine was taken from the list of 
producers.

PRODUCTION OF CAMPHOR. 
Camphor and cinnamon belong to the 
same genus.

BOTH SIDES IN IMPERIAL CASE 
FIGHTING TO FINISH. 
— 

Early Decision of United States 
District Court Expected in Million- 
Dollar Suit of California Develop - 
ment Company to Restrain the Sale 

of Certain Stocks. 


Counsel retained in the million-dollar 
suit of the California Development 
Company against Imperial Water 
Company No. 5 are eagerly awaiting 
the deci of Judge Wellborn of the 
United States District Court, on pett- 
tion of the complainant to restrain the 
def from selling any stock dur- 
ing the ney of the action. 

On an order to show cause why the 
motion should not de granted, the en- 
tire case Was reopened last week, and 
counsel for complainant and defendant 
made lengthy oral arguments. They 
also submitted briefs. This side 
to the main question is considered im- 
portant, as the defendant water cum- 
pany w struggling for existence apart 
from the parent concern, the Califor- 
nia Development Company. 

It was argued that the water com- 
pany would placed in a very em- 
barrassing tien if it could not issue 
stock to settlers. Un the other hand, 
the complainant contends that the de- 
fendant has no right to dispose of 
uniesued stock until the final decision 
is reached. * 

The case was instituted by the Call- 
fornia Development Company to se- 
cure the cancellation of a contract 
made *. ite former president with the 
Impe Water Company No. 3. It 
alleged the contract was made without 
the authority of the stockholders and 
directors, who repudiated it as soon as 
it was learned such a contract had 
been drawn up. 

present action pending in the 
United States District Court grew out 
of the methods employed for securing 
water for the great Imperial Valley. 
The California Development Company 
purchased the stock of La Sociedad de 
y Terrenos de la Baja Cali- 
fornia, and the stockholders entered 
into a certain agreement. 

As it was physically impossible to 
carry water into the Imperial Valley 
except through Mexico, it was thought 
advisable thai the water should be de- 
Uvered by a Mexican company. 

The Imperiai Water Company No. 5 
originally ,mede a contract with the 
Mexican company, whereby it agreed 
to pay rental for the use of the water 
and, in turn, was to issue all of its 
capital stock to the Mexican company. 
All these rights to Stock the Mexican 
company assigned to the California De- 
velopment Company. There was ap- 
parently no grourd for litigation until 
the contract was made by the late A. 
H. Heber, then president of the Cali- 
fornia Development Company, in which 
he agreed to waive all rights to 66,000 
unissued shares AH stock of an esti- 
mated value of $1,300000. In turn, the 
water company agreed to give up any 
claim upon the development company 


for the maintenance and extension of 


canals and laterals. 

It was this action on the part of its 
president that vrecipitated the action 
in the Federal Court against the water 
company. The complainant claimed 
the action of ite president was unau- 
thorized, and it seeks to have the 
contract deciared null and void. 

The defendant put in evidence a docu- 
ment, which gave the presiaent author- 
tly to sell the property of the Califor- 
nia Development Company and to have 
full authority to nake contracts in the 
name of the company. The develop- 
ment company, on the other hand, as- 
riss this special authority was given 
4% its president in order that he might 
sell the entire property to the United 
States government. Negotiations were 
pending for some time, and President 
Heber went to Washington to make the 
deal. It finally fell through, but the 
defense contends hat Heber continued 
to have the authority to sell or make 
contracts for the sale of the property 
of his company. 

This so-called Heber contract“ 
formed the basis for the suit which 
will be fought out in the United States 
courte. Whichever side is decided 
against in the United States District 
Court win doubtless appeal to § the 
higher courts, and litigation long and 
expensive is promised.
